THE HEW TREATY WITH ENGLAND 

Although extraordinary pains were taken 
to keep the protocol of this treatv a profound 
secret until a ter its rai ificatu-n by both Kng 
land and the l°nit>d S'ates, yet, as usual on 
such occasions, an enterprising reporter o' 
the New Y'irk press — this time a Tribune mart 
— by some occult means managed to obtain it 
and last week, >o the intinitn chagrin of every 
member of the Joint High Commission, and the 
astonishment ol every Senator except, o' 
course, the leaky and perhaps mercnary one ; 
who is supposed to have imparted it to the i 
reporter, it was paMiabed in lull in the New 
York Tribune. It is related that a day or 
two before it appeared, it was privately given 
out that it was for sale ; that thereupon lher> 
wts great commotion among the newspaier 
man, and much running to and fro to see who 
should get it ; bat t alas '. all were disappointed 
save one alone — the Tiibune man — who paid 
it is presume 1, a round figure to have it sold 
to him exclusively — that is lo say, tin 
"lesky Senatoi" aforesaid "realized" as muci, 
from the Tribune's agent as be had at firM 
expected to gel Irom all the newspaper re 
porters at Washington put together.

The full and authentic text of the treaty 
which (Irani has concluded with Ureal 
Britain is before the people. It will be 
remembered that in the beginning of his ad- 
ministration we were given lo understand thai 
the Alabama claims would be collected, if nec- 
essary, at the camion s mouth. There was lo 
be no arbitration of the matter, such us Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson, through ins Minister, 
Keverdy Johnson, had, as it was said, weakly 
consented lo, aud w hich treaty had been unan- 
imously rejected by the Senate, We were 
simply to present our bill as an ultimatum lo 
Joliu Hull, and if he did not settle it we w ere lu 
take Canada instead, mid very sutuinarily pu-h 
biiu oil this Continent. -No*, after a delay ol 
two years, w hat has the Cram administration 
agreed lot Why, to leave t lie question ol 
Whether Great Brilian shall pay the Alabama 
claims to live arbitrators — one lo be appointed 
bv each of the contracting parties, one by the 
King of Italy, another by the Swiss Conledera- 

on, and the third by the Emperor of Brazil. 
The arbitrators are to meet at Geneva, Sw it- 
seilind, and there, af.er hearing urguuiems and 
takiug testiniouy, a iimjoruy of them may 
make a finai award. It is agreed that Ibe ar 
bitntlors shall be governed by these rules: 
Neutral powers are bound to use due dilligeuee 
to prevent the lining out of armed cruisers, 
and to prevent their ports from being used lor 
that purpose. These rules the British Govern- 
ment declares were not iu force at ihe lime the 
Alabama claims arose, but, nevertheless, they 
will be governed by them now. The knotty 
and inipol lanl question still remains us to what 

due diligence' is, and wtielher it was exer- 
cised by Great Briiain m Ihe Alabama bosi- 
uess. But the Commission are uot simply to 
declare vrbolhvr Great Britain, owes us, but 



they are to adjudicate the claims which are lo 
be"preseoteil against us bj that power. 

These claims are those of British cilizens for 
damage to property from tho 15th ol April, 
1881, to ihe 9ih of April, lStij, sustained ul 
the hands of the United Slates authorities and 
iroopi during Ibe war. Three new arbitrators 
are to settle upon them — one appointed by the 
t'uiteJ States, o»e by Great Bntian, and an- 
other by them Jointly. If they don'lagiee on 
the third man. he is to be named by the Kiug 
of Spain. These claims may exceed in MsHWnl 
those of the Alabama, aud ieavc us a debtor lo 
Great Britain as the net result of Ihe investi- 
gation. In the meantime it will probably 
take two or three \enrs before tho nriiitrators 
are ready to make, in either instance, their re- 
port. Thus on this question what have we 
belter thau Ihe Reverdy Johnson treaty of lSbo,

Now couie some Stipulations in regard to 
American tishiiig ou the coasts of British 
America, Here, in addition lo our old privi- 
lege that we have enjoyed since 1818, we BUT 
mow catch all kinds of fish, except shad, w ith- 
out rrstru tiou as lo distance Irom shore, and 
with permission lo land lor Ihe purpose of cur- 
ing them. Tins is an extension of our Bebing 
privilege, but "it is understood that it is lo ap- 
ply lo sea fishing alone ; that the salnioti ami 
shad iisher.es, and all other lisherirs iu livers 
or the mouths ol rivers, are preserved exclu- 
sively for British Bsbermett." Incase we have 
a dispute as to our Bsbing rights, il is lo be 
settled by another '-omuiissiuii similar to that 
of 1854. For this concession «c have to pay 
by allowing British subjects lo hsa in our 
Waters noilh ol the 3i)tti parullei ; aud if Ihe 
privileges that we grant are not as valuable ns 
those granted by Great Britain, then a com- 
mission will determine how much money we 
ought to hand over to the aloresaid JoUn Bull. 

Great Briiain cedes lo us the navigation of 
the St. Lawrence equally with her own citi- 
zens, subject, however, to the material restric- 
tion thai it shall be upon such regulations ol 
Great Britain and the Canada Dominion as are 
not Inconsistent with Ihe pcrogalive granted. 
Great Britain engages lo allow us the uaviga- 
tiou of the Welwnd Canal upon terms of < qual- 
ity with her citizens, and WC agree thai her 
Citiaeni shall have equal rights in (he St. Clair 
Fiats Canal. The I tilled States, iu addition, 
throws iu tlie full navigation of Lake Michigan 
upon the same conditions, lu addition lu 
t.iese are some mutual concessions in regard 
1 1 the shipment id goods through each other s 
territory, with no material advantage in the 
n^'gregste to either parly. The Balling and 
free navigation articles are to he in force Ibi 
ten years, subject then to be renewed or not, 
at eitoer party s option .

Gkntlkmxs of tiif. tiKAxn Jruv : I am in- 
formed by lour foreman thai negroes haie been 
recognised as witnesses on behalf of the Com- 
mnuwaallh to appear before you io give evi- 
dence against a while man charged with ma- 
liciously cutting ami wounding a negro with 
intent to kill turn, and thai you desire to know 
whether you can receive their testimony, and 
whether you will be authorised to Bud an in- 
dictment against the defendant on testimony 
given by them. 

The question thus presented is one of a very 
grave aud important character, and one that I < 
had hoped not to be called on to decide Until il 1 

should he solborttativety determined bv the 
Supreme Couit of the United Slates, or ihe 
Court of Appeals of this State; hut however 
desirable it may be that such should have been 
t le case, your question is a legitimate one, and 
i is my dutj to decide it according to aty best 
judgment, leaving lo the courts of last resort lo 
decide whether I am ri^ht or not. 

It is an error to suppose, us some persons do, 
t nit in case of a eontliet between ih Constitu- 
tion and laws of Ihe United States and the Con- 
stitution and laws of a State, thai the State 
(O irts are under a peculiar and paramount duly 
to uphold the Slate Constitution aud laws in 
preference lo those of the I'uited Slates. 

Section i of article 8 of ihe Constitution of 
the United Siates is in these words: "This 
Constitution and the laws of the Coiled States 
made iu pursuance thereof, and all treaties 
made, or wbicfa shall be made, under the au- I 
thority of the United Slates, shall be the 
supreme law of the land; and the judge! in 
every Stale shall be bound thereby, anything I 
in the Constitulion or laws of any Slate to the 
contrary notwithstanding." 

Section 1 of article 8 of the Constitution of 
Kentucky lequires all officers, belore they en- 
ter upon the execution of the duties of their 
respective offices, to swear Ihat they will sup- 
port the Constitution ol the United States. 

The Stale of Kentucky .having required her 
judges to swear to support ihe Constitution of 
the United States, and that Constitution hav- 
ing declared thai it, and the laws made in pur- 
suance thereof, shall be the supreme law of the 
land, and thai Slate judges shall be bound 
thereby, anyhing in the Constitution or laws 
of the State lo Ihe contrary notwithstanding, 
1 am. as a State judge, bound by an official 
oath, in case of a conflict between the Con- 
stitution or laws of the Slate and Ihe Constitu- 
tion of Ibe Uniled Slates, or laws made in 
pursuance thereol, to disiegard so much of the 
Slate Constitution snd laws as shall be found 
in conflict with the Constitution or with con- 
stitutional laws of the United States. 

II n Slate judge enforces a Stale law in con- 
flict Willi the Constitution ol the United Stales, 
he refuses to be bound by the Constitution of 
the United Slates because of the State laws lo 
the contrary, aud violates both State and 
United States Constitutions. The State Uoa- 



s it tion requires him to swear to snpp ot 1 1 > • 
Cous.iiuiiuu ui an: United S.ate-, and tberehj 
makes every refusal or failure on his part to 
tieat the Constitution of the United Stales, and 
the laws made in pursuance thereof, as the 
supreme law of the laud, a violation of the 
Constitution of Kentucky as well as a viola- 
tion of Ins oalb of office. 

Bound, then, by both National and Stale 
Constitutions, lo enforce and obey the Con- 
stitution of the United Stales, and the laws 
uiade in pursuance thereof, as the supreme law 
ol the laud, 1 proceed lo the more immediate 
Consideration of the question to be derided. 

Section 1 of article U of ihe Amendments 
to the Constitution ol the United Slates is in 
these words: "All persons born or naturalized 
in the United Slates, and subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, arc citizens of lire I lined 
Stales, and of the State wberein they reside. 
No State shall make or enlorce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges ur immunities ol 
Ihe citizens of the United Slates; nor shah 
any Slate dept ive any persou of lite, liberty, 
or properly, without due piocess ot law, not 
deny lo any person within its jurisdiction the 
eqi.ai protrcllou ol the laws." 

Section i, chapter 107, ol tne Revised Statutes 
of tins Slate, declares "that a stave, negro or 
Indian, shall be a competent witness iu a case 
ot the Commonwealth for or against a slave, 
negro or Indian, or in a civil ease lo whieti 
only negroes or Indians are parlies, but iu uo 
Olher case.' 

This statute plainly declares that the wit- 
nesses proposed are ittOompUtont to leslifi 
against a wuite man, aud uulesa il is repug- 
nant lo the fust section of ihe Fourteenth 
Amendment, supra, ihey cannot be heard, uor 
can their testimony , il heard, authorize you lo 
hud au indictment against a white man. 

'1 he section of the Constitution, tupra. fiisl 
declares who shall be citizens of the Lulled 
State-, and the remainder of it is a limitation 
upon the power ol the States, The lirsi limi- 
tation is Upon (heir power to abridge the priv- 
ileges ur immunities ol citizens ol the United 
Stales. This power Ihe States are prohibited 
Irom exercising, and the Bret question is, does 
the Stale statute abridge either the privileges 
or immunities of citiseus 7 

It would be very difficult to enumerate the 
privileges lit citizenship, and, so far as I have 
been able to discover, no court has ever under- 
taken (Ogive a general definition to the phrase 
"priviu ges aud immunities of citizens ul the 
United fnules. ' "Privilege may be delined to 
be some peculiar benefit or advantage, and Ihe 
privileges ot cilizeus ot the Untied Slates, such 
pm uiiar benefits or advantages as belong to 
them iu virtue ul their citizenship. 

(las a citizen of ihe United Slates, then, the 
privilege, in virtue of his citizenship, to appear 
be. ore a grand jury and give inloi illation, aud 
thus put in motion a public prosecution Sgatast] 
an ith, r lor a violation ot law I 

These benefits which the General Government 
was organized to secure, are all privileges of 
citizens w hich every citizen may enjoy, and of 
which no Stale can deprive any citffeU of the ; 
Culled Stales, Without a violation of the Con-j 
Stitutiou. Not only does the Constitution pro- j 
blbil the S.ati s IrXlttI shtiding the pm ileges ol ' 
citizens ot Ihe United Slates, but it declares 
that Olizens of the Uuiled States are ciliz. ns 
ol "Ihe Siatis wherein they reside." Every 
citizen of (be United Slates is thin fore en- 
tilled lo nil the privileges which b- long to 
linn as such citizen, mid l.kewise to such as 
belong to citizens of the Slate vtherei I he re- 
sides. 

It will be less important to decide whether 
to lie made eonipeleut lo testily as a witness 
ina Stale court is a privilege hclougini. ton 

elticen of the United Smies, in virtue of his 

rithvnrblp, if to be so qualified is a privilege 

pertaining to citisenehip in this State. 

Tne witnesses, if born in Ihe Uuiled Slates, j 
are cilizens of the Uniled Slates, and if resi- , 
dents iu this Slate, are cilizeus of Kentucky, 
aud arc secured by Ibe Con t union in the en- i 
jovuieiit ol tne piinieges ul citiseus ot this 
S ale. Is il linn ,i p'i*ilc,re of c IHaenVbip in 

Kentucky ui be r\ mpetvtn t>jt4eufy? An be- 
fore Mid, those benefits fi.r seeming which the 
Government was instituted, are pnvileges of 
citizenship. 

The preamble to the Constitution of Ken- 
tUCky declares, "we. ihe representatives of the 

people of (he Stale of Kentucky, in Convention 

assembled lo senile lo all the cilizeus thereof 
the enjoyment of Ihe righls of life, liberty, and 
property, and of puisiuu^ happiness, da ordain 
and establish this Constitution for its govern- | 
Stent." The ri,:ht to life, liberty, a-d prop- 
erty^ and of pursuing happiness, are ail priv- 1 
ileges of ci i ixensbip in ihe Stale, and all belong I 
lo rveiy citizen ol the United Slates residing' 
iu Kentucky. His citizenship iu the Uniled 
Si ne-, and his residence here, makes him i» 
citizen of I his Slate, and his privileges as a 
citizen of Kentucky are privileges of a citizen 
ol I lie United States, and none ol ihem can he 

abridged by Siaie laws. 

The enjoyment of the right to life, liberty 
ai d property, implies protection iu those 
rights, and protection implies Ihe right to use 
the means neresaary to put the Government in 

motion lo protect them when threatened, and 
to give ledress when they are invaded The 
right lo seek protection against threatened in- i 
vnsiun of she enjoyment of the right to life, 
liberty and property, or to seek redress when 
thai right has been invaded, would he a cruel 
mocha ry, w iihout the right to give to Ihe 
tribunal authorized to grant protection or le- 
dress Ibe evidence necessary lo manliest the 
dangir to the right iu the one instance, and 
Us 1 1 vasion in the other. 

He who cannot give evidence of facts, sh iw- 
ii'g lint his ra joy meet of the right to lifr, 
•liberty or properly is about tu be invaded, 
must illen be unable to procure protection 
because ihese facts are frequently known only 
to himself, and he thus fails of Ihe enjoyment 
of the right intended tu be secured to him, 
aud thus, by the operation of a statute dis- 
qualifying blm lo give evidence, his privilege 
is abridged. 

The known foot that the law has denounced 
penallii s agaiu.-t crimes, aud that those who 
Commit them, if proven guilty, will he pun- 
ished, i- in ilsell ihe strongest protection ihat 
we have against the < oinmis-uou of crimes 
against our lives, liberty aud property. 

The man who is a competent witness io 
prove Ihe fort is, to the extent that fear of 
punishment deters from the commissioa of 
crime, heller protected against crime Ihan one 
who cannot testify. The mail who cannot 
testify can scaicely be said (0 be protected at 
all, but is constantly exposed to danger at Ihe 
hands of bad man, exempt, by Ihe fool Ihat he 
is incompetent, from the fear of punishment, 
which would he ever present to protect the 
eligible witness. Can such a person be said 
lo enjoy all the privileges of a cilizen 
unabridged by the fact ihat he is incompetent 
as a witness '. Il seems lo me manifestly not. 
gJQIt is piovided by the final clause of the sec- 
tion of the Fourteenth Amendme nt before re- 
f, rred to that the State shall not - deny to any 
peison within its jurisdiction the equal protec- 
tion ol the laws. As belore said, protection 
of i lie law consists in a larne part in the fact 
that the law will punish crime. This being 
ihe ease, men inclined to commit crime will of 
course I c more likely to commit il when and 
vv here ihere is no one present who can prove 
the fact. The man who can testify has what- 
ever of protection this will nftoul; the man 
who is not competent I1119 so much Ihe less, 
and Ihe law who h diasjoalifies him as a wit 
ness to that extent denies him protection equal 
to that enjoyed 1 y him who is competent. 

In older to see how manifest .a me fact that 
to be uiade competent 10 testify is a principal 
source of ihe proleclion aflurded by law, lei 
ns suppi se 1 verr person in ihe State to be de- 
clared n competent 10 give evidence in a pub- 
lic prosecution. This of course tenders it im 
possible thai any man can be punished for 
crime. The laws punishing murder, .arson, 
robbery, rape, nnd indeed every law intended 
to protect society against crime, would become 
a dead letter and of no more advantage Ihan 
if thev never had an existence; in other words, 
lo disqualify every person to give evidence a.- 
a witness Wi uld be to destroy all law, and to 
sweep awav every veslige of its protection, 
and to destroy, or what would be equally a- 
bad. render useless every legal tribunal in tbi 
rouhfcry, for government without courts 10 ex- 
pound the law and declare its jud^tueul could 



afford no protection, and Ihe Government it- 
s If must fall into ruin, and society be resolved 
into its original elements. 

Competent « itnesses are indispensable lo ihe 
very existence of Goverinent. As these are 
multiplied in a given population, the protection 
afforded that population by law is increased 
because the probabilities that those who com- 
mit crime will be seen by those who can testify 
to the facts, nnd thus subject the offeuder to 
piinishtueut, are increased. 

To make my meaning still more manifest, 
suppose that only five out of ten thousand per- 
sons 111 Meade county are competent witnesses, 
Would it nol be perfectly clear that the remain- 
ing nine thousand nine hundred and ninely- 
five w ho are incompetent would have greatly 
less protection than they would have if they 
weie all competent ' If only five were compe- 
tent the remainder would have some protection, 
but those not competent would have less pro- 
lection than those who were competent in the 
Same ratio that live bears to tell thousand. 

Following an instinct common to every race, 
the negroes in tUis country incline lo congre- 
gate in communities to themselves. This not 
only accords with our feelings and wishes, but 
Is right in itself. Tney will have schools and 
churches, and it is right ihey should. These 
tney can only have when congregated in suHi- 
nient numbers to build and support Ihem. So 
1 ng as they are not competent w itnesses they 
a e exposed to outrages at the hands of lawless 
me:i, w ho run but little risk of detection and 
punishment. Can it be, that in this condition 
they enjoy the equal protection of the laws? 
Suppose two communities separated by the 
Uaio river. all the members of one Competent 
witnesses, and all of the other incompetent, 
which is least exposed to the depredation of 
criminals? Which best protected by law? 

A striking illustration of the value of that 
protection of the law ntforded to those who are 
con petenl witnesses against every class ol 
offenders, and the want of such protection 10 
those who are nol competent, may be found in 
the law relating to the willful aud malicious 
disturbing of religious worship. It is provided 
by our own statute that if any person shall 
willfully nnd maliciously disturb a ongregu. 
lion assembled lor religious worship he. shall 
le lined or imprisoned, or both, nod it is made 
the duly of every conservator of the peace. 
Upon being informed by nffidivituf a violation 
of this law, to CjHih with the sheriff or other 
officer, and call to his aid, if need be, the 
power of the county, and arrest the offend r. 

Now, if a congregation of while pi rsons or 
negroes is thus disturbed while assembled tor 
the worship of Almighty God, the offender, 
whether while or black, is liable to punish- 
ment, but before punishment can be inflicted 
the fact must be proved. Every member of 
the white congregation is a Competent witness 
■gninat any one vv ho may disturb them, and by 
that means the congregation has all the protec- 
tion that flows from a fear of conviction and 
punishment. A Congregation of negroes are all 
Competent to prove the offense against those of 
their own race, and are, therefore, protected in 
the same manner and to Ihe same extent as 
'while persons against negroes; hut if incom- 
petent to testify against white persons, ihey 
lack, as to any while person bail enough to dis- 
turb them, Ihat protection which the white 
congregation enjoys. It is clear that in this 
re-ie-ct the negro, if nol a competent witness, 
is denied protection which the law . ec ires o 
white persons. 

Bnterts ning the e views, it is my dutr to 
say to you. gentlemen of the grand .jut v. that 
th • Sate statute before quoted does abridge 
111 * privileges ol citizens ol the United States, 
and if enforced would deny to persons wit bin 
the Stale of Kentucky the equal protection of 
the laws, and thai being repugnant on that 
account to the Constitution of the United 
Stales, it is void. 

You ought therefore to swear the witnesses 
and hear their testimony, and if you believe 
from the whole evidence ill the case that the 
accused is guilty, and that a trial by jury 
ought to cofivict him on the evidence before 
y 01, you ought lo find an indictment against 
hi 11, without regard to the race or color of Ihe 
witnesses whose testimony produces Ihat con- 
viction upon your minds. 

1 have not. 111 considering this question, over- 
looked the decision of the Court of Appeals of 
this Slate in the case of Buwtlu vs. the Com- 
monwealth I'M Hush, page 5). Thai case was 
decided before the adoption of the fourteenth 
Article of Amendments to Ihe Constitution, 
and cannot, therefore, affect the question 
whether Ihey are mole competent by 11.

W*Tj»R-8NAKES. 

(From Appletons' Journal, April 39.) 

Although tlie existence of the crcat Ameri- 
can W II lp»l" m«y be reasonably doubted, it 
is a f iCt, well known to nil seamen, that uater- 
»a ikes are found in many parts of lliu world, 
though principally in tbe tropics. 

Along tbe southern coast of Asia, in the 
waters that wash tbe shores of Hindustan, 
B.ara, and the Malaccas peninsula, they are in 
(rreat abundance, averaging from three to six 
feet in length, and some of thcin present the 
name variegated hues th.tt adorn so in my trop- 
ical fish with all the colors of the rainbow. I 
classify these snakes With fish, because there 
are many peculiarities common to both. Like 
the B'b, these snakes are furnished with gills, 
seek in the water lor their food, will bite free_ 
ly at a baited hook, and are capable of liviug 
for a long time, if not wholly, in the water. 1 
have frequently met with them out of sight of 
land, aud that this was no easuul circumstance, 
is proved by the fact that they were swimming 
about in large numbers, hundreds of them be- 
ing in sight at the same time. When not dart- 
ing about after their prey, they generally 
swam along with their beau* and neck erected 
nearly perpendicular, at an elevation of from 
six to twelve inches above the water. In order 
that the reader may obtain a better idea of 
them and their habits, 1 will describe a scene 
as it acluatlly occurred : 

At the time, I was attached to one of our 
government vessels, bound on a mission w ith a 
special minister to perfect old treaties, or make 
uew ones, with tbe semi-barbarous powers of 
Southern Asia and the Kast Indian archipelago. 
Duriug the passage of the gulf of Siain, our 
ship was becalmed near the island of Pulo Oby. 
•bout three hundred miles from our destined 
port. The morning was fine and clear, not a 
breath of wind stiiriug, and the water so still 
that there was no perceptible motion to tbe 
ship — in fact, a perfect tropical calm. 

The water around us was literally alive with 
snakes of every imaginable hue. Some were 
darting along with the sinuous motion peculiar 
to their species, flat upon the wate.- ; but the 
greater number were nearly motionless, with 
head erect, as before described. Looking at 
those some distance off, it gave one the idea ol 
an innumerable quantify of slicks, from tw o to 
four inches in diameter, floating perpendicular- 
ly, with their upper ends a lew inches above 
the surface of the water. 

Our scientific corps, consisting of three sur- 
geons, the hospital steward, and two loblolly 
boys, immediately abandoned the interesting 
ii cd they had been engaged in that morning, 
and hurried on deck, where nearly all bauds 
were already gathered viewing the wonderful 
and unusual scene. I may add th;»t they had 
been trying to poison an old monkey of a pecu- 
liar ipecus. whose skin they wished to pre- 
serve in good order. A-* often as the vessel 
containing the arsenic was hauled to the old 
brute, she would drink the content! dow n and 
hand it back for more. Finally, after swallow- 
ing enough to have killed liny men, without 
being affected by it, she was drowned in a tub 
of water. 

l!ut let us return to ihe Makes. Kvcty pos 
pible means was devised to capture some of 
them, scoop-nets, haipoons, buckets towii.p 
astern, slip-nooses trailing from yard-arm; ami 
jibbooui, but all in vain — they were too active 
and agile, if caught in a bucket or net they 
sprang out before reaching the deck ; some 
were cut in two by the harpoous, and ibey all 
seemed to have as much horror of' the noose as 
would a conitemned murderer. At last some- 
body suggested frying a hook aud line, and 
soon a dozen or more were lowing overboard 
from every available part of the ship. 

These efforts were not immediately crownec 
with success, and the surgeon applied for a 
boat, in order that he might try his scoop-nets 
at close quarters, but this the old Commodore 
peremptorily refused, for the snakes were sup- 
posed to be poisonous, and.' w o or three of them 
jumping about iu a boat full of men might pro- 
duce fatal consequences. The men w ere ready 
for the fun, bul, as subsequent events proved, it 
was well that Ihe Coiumudore remained firm. 

Finding that salt meat tor bait was useless, 
for the snakes frequently came up and studied 
of it without biting, a chicken was killed and 
one hook supplied with a morsel. Scarcely 
had it touched the water when (here was a 
rush, a splash of many gleamed light, and in a 
few seconds the first victim 1 was landed on 
deck. Here he jumped around furiously, but 
did not seem to possess the power of locomotion 
that his land brethren have. Tbe lirsl pro- 
ceeding was to lest the question of poison. 
Tbe armorer, luinishtd with a large pair of 
blacksmith's longs, caught the snake flrmiy 
just hack of bis head, and with a pair of 
pinchers pulled out the book. A chicken was 
then brought and held so that tiie snake could 
close his jaws upon him just under the wing. 
A quick bile was given, though the snake s 
neck was still firmly held in the tougs. 

The surgeon had more success with this un- 
fortunate fowl than he had been favored w ith in 
the case of a monkey, lor iu less than lour min- 
utes it was lving dead on deck. More hooks- 
were now baited, aud soon a dozen snakes were 
secured, the largest one being five feet nine 
inches long and fourteen inches in girlh around 
the body. The others were of different 
lengths, but the average was about four feet. 

When brought aboard, t lie armorer's tongs 
and a sharp kuile being brought into requisi- 
tion, they were soon rendered harmless, and 
■ heir bodies placed inspirits for f.:n:re scien- 
tific observation. These snakes all bore a 
general resemblance to the common fresh w ater 
••el iu everylhiug except color, which was as 
vanabM as that of the dying dolphin 

Old sailors sometimes spin yarns about these 
srnkes getting aboard of ships at anchor by 
worming their way up along flic cables and en- 
tering ihe hawsholes, b it such yarns may be 
classed with those concerning ''the great Amer- 
ican sea serpent, " and the manufactured mon- 
ster ol Silver lake
